If the promise now given 
by the appearance of affairs in Russia 
should be fulfilled, we shall admit, in 
times of less urgent stress, that the period 
of anxiety might easily have been longer. 
Now, at all events, We see ground for hope 
that Russia, rid of the most pressing 
anxieties in respect of her national 
organisation, can address her full energies 
to the task of winning the war. She now 
sees clearly that this task will not wait 
on the finishing of the other. In the 
declaration, issued on Saturday, of the 
reorganised Provisional Government—a 
Government “ reinforced,” as the declara- 
tion states, by representatives of the revo- 
lutionary democracy—two of the clauses 
which expound “the fundamental lines of 
its future action ” are of special concern 
to the friends and allies of Russia. The 
first enunciates the aim of free -Russia's 
foreign policy, with its hope of exercising 
a decisive influence, through the demo- 
cracies Of all civilised countries, for the 
future peace of the world. The second 
expresses full recognition of the fact that 
defeat in the present struggle must make 
impossible the attainment of this ideal.- 
The cause of liberty, equality, and 
fraternity among peoples cannot be ad- 
vanced until the unruly, member of the 
family of nations, the aggressor who will 
take the altruism of the resv only as a 
means of advantage for himself, has been 
placed beyond the power of m:schief. 

Such recognition implies the strengthen- 
ing of the war machine. Prince Lwoff 
admits that the first revolutionary Cabinet 
was obliged to rely on moral per- 
suasion, and discovered that there were 
elements which did not yield to. moral 
persuasion. “We have now for the 
first time the prospect of having a 
Government which combines moral 
authority and material force.” We ‘see 
this transiated into terms of action in the 
firm line which is being taken by M. 
Kerensky, the newMinister of War, in 
regard to discipline in the Army. The 
higher command, he declares, must ot 
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influence and authority with the. revolu- 
tionary democracy are such that we may 
expect a speedy renewal oí discipline and 
efficiency in the Russian Army. The pros- 
pect of Russia’s willing co-operation with 
the Allies, in respect both of policy and 
military action, has changed decidedly 
within the last day or two from one of 
anxiety to one of encouragement. In the 
meantime, we have the further satisfac- 
tion of seeing that, in spite of every 
advantage which we must allow to the 
Germans out of Russia’s passing military 
inefficiency; the Allies have been able to 
establish a superiority over the enemy in 
the field. Here, again, the events of the 
past few days have been important. In 
the week before last the British had to 
relax their grip on Fresnoy, and in the 
next few days our ability to attain our 
objectives at Roenx and Bullecourt was 
not fully established. It is established 
now. Similarly the French have passed 
with complete success the test which they 
challenged on the great ridge. of the 
Chemin des Dames and on the heights of 
Champagne. Lastly the Italians, for 
whose safety in the face of a possible 
Austro-German offensive we were concern- 
ing ourselves earlier in the year, have 
takeh quick advantage of their chance for 
a big attack, 

The submarine campaign has caused us 
grave anxiety. We must not rush now 
to the conclusion that the danger has 
beeh mastered, but, at least, we can 
count among the many = encouraging 
appearances of the war situation the great 
improvement in the Admiralty return 
issued last week.

The report which Dr. E. Coey Bigger, 
Medical Commissioner of the Irish Local 
Government Board, has written for the 
Carnegie United Kingdom Trust is a valu- 
able contribution to the study of dne of 
our most painful and urgent problems. 
It deals fully and constructively with 
the physical welfare of the mothers and 
young children of the poorer classes in 
urban and rural Ireland. The problem 
may be stated in a single sentence : 
Thirteen thousand children die every year 
in Ireland before they reach the age of 
five years. 
most of these deaths are preventible, fo 
they can be traced definitely to one cause— 
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| must stand to their task. M. Kerensky’s .malnutrition: and malnutrition can be 


traced back with equal certainty to ignor- 
ance and neglect. Dr. Bigger's chief 
remedy is a latge enlightenment of the 
public conscience in Ireland. If we could 
bring that about, its first-fruits would be 
better living for poor mothers, better 
nursing and feeding for their young 
children, and better pay and more com- 
fort for small wage-earners. We cannot 
try even to summarise the recommenda- 
tions of this careful, extensive, and stimu+ 
lating report. They include the establisi- 
ment, with Government aid, of maternity 
and child welfare schemes in urban and 
rural centres; the establishment of milk 
dépéts and play-centres ; medical inspec- 
tion of schools; the provision of meals 
for school children, as a State-aided 
measure, in the country districts as weil 
as in the cities and towns; and the removal 
of the taint of pauperism from union work- 
houses and infirmaries. Dr. Bigger dis- 
cusses wider topics of social welfare, such 
as the housing question, the problem of 
wages, and the employment of young girls 
in factories. He is at one with all earnest 
reformers in demanding that iarge schemes 
for the housing of the working classes in 
towns shall be undertaken after the war. 
This report deserves to be accepted as a 
text-book of social reform in Ireland. It 
ought to be in the hands of every member
